Coroner's First Move. 
Coroner Tiaeger tonight conducted 


au Informal inquiry into the cause of 
the fire. 
A number of witnesses were 


examined, but theie weie no new de- 
velopments. After the hearing Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Herr expressed 
the opinion that the draft which blew 
the fire cm tain out so as to prevent 
its dropping, and which forced 
the 


flames into the auditorium and caused 
the panic, was due to some one open- 
ing a door leading from the lear of 
the stage to the street, rather than by 
the audience opening a front door. He

Await Claimants, 


Chicago, Dec. 31—At midnight 471 


dead have bien identified, of the in- 
jured 171 persons had received atten- 
tion and 336 were still reported miss- 
ing. 
As only about eighty bodies are 
stilj unidentified many of those

poited missing have doubtless recov- 
ered from their fright and returned to 
their homse.

Against Liquor Traffic. 


The Record-Herald thus sums up the 


fight on strong drink, now being made 
in Europe: 


The rapid increase of intemperance 


in European countries al late has re- 
sulted not merely in a much more vig- 
orous crusade against the evil by tem- 
perance societies, but also, in many 
countries, in legislation expressly de- 
signed to reduce the consumption of 
liquors. 
The German government's 


proposed bill, is simply one more indi- 
cation of the'tendency. 
The German plan is, indeed, a very 


mild one, though it may' have exceed- 
ingly beneficial effects if adopted. One 
feature of it is the forbidding of ex- 
tension of credit by saloonkeepers, to 
their custorners; another is 
the 
re- 


quirement 
that 
non-intoxicating 


drinks, such as tea, coffee, lemonade 
and milk, and also cold foods, must 
be sold wherever alcoholic drinks are 
sold. 


In England legislation^ has 
taken 


two forms, For one thing it Is or/eras- 
ing through commissions to reduce the 
number of prblic houses and for an- 
other it is seeking to reform habitual 
drunknrds by placing them on blnck- 
sts and making it a punishable of- 
ense to sell li.quor to them over 
the 
ar. 
France has been awakened to its 
real need by clear evidences of the 
avages made by liquors, and especial- 


by absinthe. Medical statistics re- 


ently compiled 
Indicated that the 
reat increase in pulmonary tubercu- 
osis was due almost entirely to alco- 
olism, and also that two-thirds of the 
imates of the insane asylums were 
uffering from the same cause. There 
i now talk of probitiing the sale of 
clulterated Ikiuors and of creating a 
tale monopoly of alcohol, which will 
upply only the pure article, and that 
t a very high price. 
In Belgium the tax on spirits has 
sen increased, and at the same time 
he tax on tea has ben removed, 
he object of encouraging the use of 
ea as a beverage.- In Holland a league 
as ben formed to fight the use of 
pirlts. 
It aims at legislation, but at

>hone, callg'up the town grocer, learns 
he'price, and sells his product with- 
out fear of being beaten. \ Some years 
ago this was impossible, and

farmer brought his eggs to town him- 
self. 
There is no necessity of do- 


ng so now. 
He can sit at home and 


get the market price; 
"There Is every tendency for eggs 


to get into the hands ot .shippers and 
packers. 
The small retail dealer in 


he medium sized cities is outclassed 
and he suffers from the famine and 
:he consumer must pay fancy prices, 
wherever he may. be."

UNIONISM ON TRIAL. 


It begins to look very much as if 


labor unionism was on a fast road to 
strangulation "in the 
house of its 


friends," says that sterling paper, the 
Ottawa Free Trader. Such are the pre- 
tentlons set up by the unions of un- 
limited control over labor, that within 
a month a dozen of grand Juries in 
various parts of the country, under 
instructions of the Judges of courts, 
have found Indictments against not 
only union leaders, 
but against the 


whole body of CP-taln unions, 
for 


transcending the iiw in attempts to 
enforce obedience to their tyrannical 
rules against individual members as 
well as their employers. The latest 
case Is that before Judge Gary's court 
in Chicago, where t.be grand Jury, un- 
der instructions of the court, found 
indictments against the president and 
financial secretary, and various mem- 
bers of Franklin Union No. 4 of press 
feeders. The indictments, 
In a gen- 


eral way, were for riot, and specifically 
that the complaining witnesses were 
made the victims of sluggery, incited 
by the unions, during the progress of 
the press 
feeders' 
strike. 
In one 


case, for example, the crime consisted 
In an assault on a man named Howard, 
who lived at a hotel near the place 
where he worked. 
Being lured Into 


the corridor of the hotel he was at- 
tacked with slung-shots, and given a 
terrible beating. Then, after he was 
down, his assailants made an attempt 
to break his wrist, which would ren- 
der him incapable of working at his 
trade for the remainder of his life. 


The evidence showed that the sole 


offense charged against the man was 
that as a non-unionist, he had taken 
the place of a striking press feeder; 
and the court Instructed the Jury that 
such action was clearly lawful, as 
every man had undoubtedly the right 
to dispose of his own labor or ser- 
vices In. ills own way and for what- 
ever wages, time ot service, etc., he 
pleased. 
If he joined a union, and 


bound himself by rules that conflicted 
with such right he was no loubt sub- 
ject to such fines, or penalties as the 
union prescribed, on pain of expluslon 
if he-disregarded them; but 
beyond 


that no punishment by a union or its 
officers or adherents could legally go. 
To assault him, or in any other way 
Irfllct punishment for execlsing the 
natural born rights of every freeman 
was a crime Indictable by the grand 
Jury and punishable by law. 


The unions, no doubt, ore all right 


v/lthln theTr own legal bounds, but the 
way they have lately fallen into of 
going far beyond these bounds and 
bringing down upon their heads the 
maledictions of the law inevitably pre- 
sages their speedy 
end, or radical 


reformation.

Few Escape by Walking Plank.

being pushed every instant into the al- 
ley and by the time the bridge was 
constructed, but few remained to feke 
advantage of it 
However about two

The members of the theatrical com- 


pany being on the first floor had com- 
paratively little difficulty in reaching 
the street Eddie Foy the comedian, 
was one of the last to escape, having 
waited to assist women members of the 
company to safety. He attributes the 
extent of the catastrophe to the fail- 
ure of the fire proof curtain to work 
properly 
Because of this, he said, the

NO EQUAL IN WORLD'S FIRES 


It Was Moat Destructive Fire In 


Play House Th'at Has Ever 
Been Known. 


OTHER GREAT CONFLAGRATIONS 


Chicago, Dec. 
30—The 
Iroquols 
theater disaster was vastly more des- 
tructive to human life than any other 
play house fire in the history of the 
world. 
The fire next to it In point of 


lives lost occurred December 5, 1876, 
In Conways' Brooklyn theater, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., where 295 perished. 
On 
December 26, 1811 seventy-five burned 
tu death in the Richmond, Va., theater. 
The old world supplies no instance of 
fires in theaters that may be classed 
with the three mentioned. 


In the Chicago fire of 1871, the larg- 


est conflagration of modern times, in 
which 2.124 acres were devastated but 
only 200 lives were lost.
